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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-7, 18, 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kumagai (JP 021 1437) in view of Chermer (GB 2 350 420 A). 

Claims 1-7, 18, 21 

Kumagai discloses an image simulation device comprising a lenticular screen viewable 
through a front panel wherein the lenticular screen comprises a lenticular lens layer (2) 
and an image layer (1 ) disposed on the lenticular lens layer which is movable by a 
motor which is connected to a reciprocating mechanism to move the lenticular screen. 
Kumagai discloses all of the features as listed above but does not disclose an image 
animation device used in a fire place comprising a front panel. The general concept of 
using an image animation device in a fire place comprising a front panel is well known in 
the art as illustrated by Chermer which discloses the teaching of a fire place comprising 
a front panel in addition to an image simulation device (9), see abstract section. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
modify Kumagai to adopt the use of his advantageous image animation device into a 
fire place comprising a front panel as taught by Chermer in order to take advantage of a 
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better control of the motion of the image by using a controlled motor while provide for 
protection of the lenticular lens layer against sudden impact from sharp object. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 8-10, and 20 stand allowable.
